Scripture, In that you may underſtand why che ſame 

Sprir that was in them, nov manifeſted more fully in 
me , doth inthe firlt place pirch upon this ſaying , which is for 
theſe enſuing grounds following : 

Firſt, chat you may know what Scripture is, and what not : As 
couching this, none can finde the nature of the Writer , and rhe 
language of whar 15 written, bur onely che Seed of Faich , ſothat 
cake notice, thar as Chriſt hath locked up all the principal Szcrers 
of the Scripture in his own ſpiritual breaſt; ſo again obſerve, that 
che Scriptures are not interpreted by the light of reaſon, but the 
divine light of Faith, inſpiration or revelation , unleſs the ſeed 
of reaſon would affirm that rhe Scriptures were written by the 
wiſdom of fleſh; if this could be made appear,then I ſhould con- 
clude with the learned of this world, thar the true interpretation 
of the Holy Writ belongeth onely co the light of reaſon, and - 
learned in the wiſdom of fleſn , bur in that we onely know by 
what light or learning rhe Scriptures were written, and have the

God ; I ſay, if I had nor the ſpirit of inſpiration or revelation in 
my own ſoul, nor any part or portion of Scripture would belong 
unto me, to more. then it doth to Oxford and Cambridge ; bur 1 
aſluredly know, and againſt men and angels affirm , char I write 
this by the-ſame ſpirit; of inſpiration as the Prophers and Apoſiles 
did theirs ; nay furthermore I affirm, that being called forth by 
vertue of this laſt Commiſſion, infallibly to bear record to this 
lac Witneſs of che Holy Ghoſt or Erernal Spitic , the knowledge

revealed that Chriſt-whkich died out of the gates of Jeruſalem, 
was God the Father, God the Son, God the Spirit, in one ſingle 
perſonglorthed, as in rhe enſuing matter you ſhall finde, ſo that 
from the ſpirit of Faich in me, 1n oppoſition to all the ſeed of 
the Serpent, or ſeed of Reaſon in this world I aftirm , that nor 
any bur this la} Witneſs can give the true ſenſe and meaning of 
any ſencence in Holy Writ. DT 

. Although the Learned in their days did aſſume the interpre- 
ration to themſelves, as now they do in this Witneſs or revela- 
tion of ours, yet you may underſtand none ſo much as the Lear- 


_ neddid yvichſtand Moſes, and perſecute the Prophets as the Prieſt- 


hood and Elders of 1ſrael; and you may finde John. 7. 48. rhe 
Learned of this periſhing world, was thoſe thar perſecured Chriſt 
and his diſciples, .as mind what their learning dire&ted them too, 
ſaying, Are ye alſe decerved, have any of the Rulers and Phariſees 


believed on him ? they judging it a diſhonor ro their wiſdom to 


be ruled by him, ſuppoſing by their learning they could onely in- 
rerpret the wiſdom of Faith inthe Lav, as minde the 5 2 verſe, 
Art thou alſo of Galilee ? ſearch and look, for out of Galilee ariſeth 
no Prophet ; ſo that you may not queſtion but the Rulers, Scribes 
and Phariſees did rake great painsto finde our the true Chriſt, 
yer in chat they did interpret or ſought him by the wiſdom of rea- - 
ſon, and not wich the wiſdom of Faith, rhey coutd not know him 
when they ſaw him, and therefore Paul meets with- rhem'in the 
1 of Cor.2. 8. ſaying, Which none of the Princes of thi world kyew, 


for had they known i» , they would not have crucified the Lord of 


Glory, and yet who bur Princes, Prieſts, and Magiſtrates of this 
world do aflume-the interpretation of divine Revelation by their 
carnal wiſdom that ſhall periſh with chem, ſo that as nene of the 
Princes in the Apoſtles dayes kney- Chriſt when he was org 
chem, 
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Solomons writings no Scripture. 5 
them, ſo I know none,netther teacher or their hearer, that knows 
Chriſt clothed with three titles 1n one fingleperſon glorized. 
And therefore 1r1s-. the Preachers of our Nation know not 
what is Scripture, being.unlearnedin che language of the ſpirit of 
Faich, which knows and interprets that which 1s Scripru-e, bue 
rheſe-wiſe men 1n our days taks that for Scripture which 1s none; 
ſo wrelting the Scripture to their own deſirugion, 2 Per. 3. 16. 
as the witdom of. Reaſon takes the wiſdom of Solemon to be as 
pure and heavenly as David or any of the Prophets whatſoever, - 
when the beloved of the Lord can diſcern by the eye of faith in 
thoſe ſayings 1 Kings 3.fromg. to 12. what wiſdom it was So- 
lomen was endued withal , was 1t not wiſdom to diſcern berween 
00d and bad in the Afairs of his kingdom, therefore give thy ſer- 
u4nt an underftanding heart, not to know thee as my father Da- 
14 did, but to judge thzs great people, ſo that according to this re- 
queſt, minde the words ot rhe Eternal God, 1 have done according 
to thy wapds, lo I have green thee a wiſe and underſtanding heart, 
ſo that there was none like thee before thee , neither after thee ſhall any 
ariſe like unto thee ; now let any of you the Seed of Faith judge, 


1f this had been the wiſdom of Faith, what a man of admiration 


had Solomen been, ſo that 2oſes before him, nor Eltjah or any 
of the Prophers after him, had not been comparable to him ; bur 
alas his wiſdom was bur natural, and yet the higheſt pitch of rea- 
ſon that ever was, or ſhall be from Ca: to the end of the world, 
for had -his wiſdom been- divine as Moſes, or the Prophets, or as 
his father David, then the Queen of Sheba or any of the heathen 
Kings would not have given Solewor a viſit no more then David 


| lis father, but Solomon being endued-with ſuch a large meaſure 


of wiſdom, as to finde our any difficalt cauſe; and to give righte- 
ous judgement concerning it , and to ſpeak a language above all 
the Princes, and to find out the ſecrets of Nature above all other 
men, that was the load-ſRone that drew the Princes of Reaſon to 
his Courc, to behold his wiſdom and glory, and ever fince the 
greaceſt deſpiſers in this world of the Lord Tous and his heavenly 


wiſdom, do:embrace the wiſdom of Solomon, even as eternal life 
_ it ſelf, inſomuch char the ſeed of Solomons body, viz. the wiſdom

of Reaſon, hath princed and boundup Solomons Rories wich the 
writings of 2oſes, the Prophets, and the Pſalms,which were writ- 
ren by the divine wiſdom of Faith , and ar this-day do preach ir, 


 andbelieve ir as true Scripture, as thoſe before mentioned, when 


you may finde ir written Luke 24- 44. That all things mmſt be ful- 


filled which were written in the Law of Moſes, in the Prophets , and 


in the Pſalms concerning me, -not in the leaſt including, bur abſo- 
lucely excluding the wricings of Solomon, as having no patt or in- 
rereft concerning him, as you may read the 27 verſe, And begin- 
ning at Moſes and allthe Prophets, he expounded unto them 1n all 
the Scripture the things concerning himſelf ; ſo that all,except thoſe 
chat are of the wiſdom of S/omon, may undoubtedly believe that 
Solomons writings were no Scripture. 

For you may remember when Chriſt was upon earth, he highly - 
vindicates the writings of 2oſes , the Prophets, and D«»14, bur 
alrggether takes no no. ice of the writings of Solomon, neither doth 
Chriſt give any applauſe to Solomon his wiſdom or glory , bur in 
Matthew 12.1aith, A greater then Solomon #5 here, ſo that if the 
wiſdom of Solomon had been divine,how had thoſe ſayings of God 
been true in the x of Kings 1 2? / have grventhee a wiſe and under- 
ſtanding heart.ſo that there was none like thee before, neither ſhall any 
be after the, ſo char Chriſt who is all divine-wiſdom, being upon 


the earth afrer Solomon, had been inferior to him,ſo thar this will 


ſarisfie all bur the ſeed of Reaſon, that Selomerns wiſdom was but 
narural,fo his writings no Scripture, therefore nor for our learning; 
and as for the glory Solomon pofleſled, was like his wiſdom , not 
ecernal, bur perithing, as is all his children after hin : And you 
may read another ſaying of Chrift Matthew 6 29. Conſider the 
lilies of the field how they grow, ther toyl not, neither do they ſprn,and 
yet F ſay unto you that Solomon 1» all his glory was not arayed hike 
oneof theſe. Ah may dear friends, you may clearly ſee that Selo- 


10s Wiſdom. was nor divine but humane, ſo perithing, yea more 


fading then the lilly of the field ; and then in the laſt place you 
may read x Kings 11-4. That Solomon when he was old, his wrves 
turned away his h:art after other gods , and his heart was not perfeli 


with the Lord his God , as was the heart of David hrs father, with 
| ſuch 


Scripture nt writ by wiſe, but fooliſh men, 7 
ſuch like vanity his wiſdom dire&ted him to, and his glory peri- 
ſhedin , as is manifeſt ar this day in his children after him , ſo 
that from hence forward all ye the faichful of the Lord take no- 
rice rhat Solomon nor Job their writings are no Scripture, though 
I judge Job a righreous man, who was a Caldean nigh a thouſand 
yeares before Moſes : Bur, | 

2. For whom was the Scripture written ? and that the letter 
ſath, By holy men of God,who ſpake as they ware moved by the holy 
Ghoſt, 2 Peter 1.21. So that from hence you may be confident, 
that It was none of the learned or great Rabbies of the ſeed of 
Reaſon, for you muſt underſtand che Scriptures were nor written 
by the wiſdom'of fleſh , but the wiſdom of faith, inſpiration, or 
revelation ; Sothen take norice they were poor trades-man, as 
ſhepherds,plow-men,and fiſher-men, men of ſmall account, and 
no reputation,as we are,no more regarded amonelt rich and poor, 
nor taken notice,unleſs to be perſecuted, then the doz; men that 
travelled up and down poor, weary, and hungry, glad of refreſh- 
ment by friend or foe, and men ſubje& to like infirmities as we 
che ſeed of faith are in theſe dayes, and ſo was the Prophets be- 
fore them, as Fames 5.17. Elias was a man ſub;elt to Lhe paſſwons 
4 we are ; What ſuch a Propher as El1jah thac was as God upon 
earth, and repreſented the God-head above , yer this man was 
paſſionate, nor as the ſeed of Reaſgn, bur rhe ſeed of faith, a man 
of like paſſions as we, Paul and tEreſt of the fairhful, ſo thar if 
you know'us, even 3s We are, ſo were they, both in naturals and 
ſpiritualls , rheſe were the men that Chriſt did chuſe for his Pro- 
phets and writers of Scripture, and if there were any of them 1s 
' Paulchar had been Boom + up at the feet of Gamaleel, for all his 
learning, till the ſeed of faith was lord over hts Reaſon, he was 
nor capable-of 'being a meſſenger,or ſetting pen to write of Chritk 
Jeſus the Lord of Glory. So now you have heard they were the 
ſeed of faith which ſprang in their ſouls revelations of the know- 
ledge of the eternal God,men in their commiſſion no more regar- 
ded then we are in our. commiſſion , till ſuch time that they were 
dead,and all that knew them were alſo departed, then their wri- 
tines was lionorable, but whatever they wric in cheic time of life,

Paxl ſaith, it was written for 
his learning , and all that was of the ſame faith with him, therefore 
he ſpexks in the plural, The Scriptures afore-time were written for 
ou learning, including all the Seed of Faith with him; bur by the 
way take notice that Paul doth not intend his own writings were 

:1cren for his learning, but rhe renor of his ſpeech reflected up- 
on the writing3 of Moſes and the Prophets that were: before him, 
a3 you may read .Roms. 4.23. Now it was not written for his ſake a- 
lone, that it was imputed to him , but for #4 alſo to whom ut ſhall be 
imputed, if we believe on him, 8c, Now minde, this trial of A- 
b-aham:was not Writren for him , but for the. Seed of Faith that 
came afrer him ; for this you muſt underſtand, chat: whar a man 
writes in his life time, is notfor his learmng that writ 1c + but 1 
w.ice my revelations in me for the inftrution or learning of 0- 
chers that come afrer me, for inthat I have been learned by che 
Seed of Faith in my ſoul , therefore I write-my: knowledge that 
Ch:ilt Jeſus is the onely God, for the learnimgof themcharſhall 
come afrerme., even io the tranſa&ions and-revelations of fe- 
ſes 3nd the P:n5hets were left upon record for the Seed of Faith 
afrerwards,as Pawtells you, 1 Cor. 9,10: For var ſakes:uo doubt 
this zs writtes, no! for their ſakes that writ 1:4, bur for the ſake of 


Paul, and the Sce1 of Faith with him , the Law andthe. Prophets 


were witren ; for you muſt underſtahd agsrhete are:now;ſorhere 
w1s1n their days, carping cavelling ſpirits that would have Paul 
prove from /Meſes 3nd th: Prophershow Chrift ſhouldrbe che:Son 
of ©3019, an1 why rhe Circumciſion was not 1n force, as formerly, 
a3 al o their offe:ings and facrifice; - And brethren;L nemld ng that

paſſed through the Sea, and all eat and drank of the ſpiritual Rock,

it to the Believers in his days,as 1n verſe 11. Now all theſe things 
happened unto them for enſamples , and they are written for our ad- 


* Wonition 3; now take notice how many ſeveral places Pas! hat!:

quored, for the confirmation of the Faithful in his days, that the 
dealings of God wi:h Moſes and the Prophets, were onely wric- 
ren for the lexrning of the Apoſtles and thoſe thar believed in 
taeir do&rine, and not for any of the ſeed of reaſon whatſoever, 
though never ſo great or learned Rabbies of the world ; the Scri- 


tures aforetime were not written for Pilate and Herod, the 
Scribes and Phariſees, or Rulers of ſrael, but for our learning, 


ſaich Pawl ; nor for the learning of chem that perſecute us, but 
for the learning of us that are perſecuted for the ſame God, and 


- the ſame faith as they were, for we the righteous and beloved of 


the Lord who are the true Commiſſionate Miniſters and Meſlen- 
-gers of God as they were, for our learning, and for nane other, 
bur for.our ſakes were the Scriptures wricten ; and therefore it ts 
written, what haſt thou to do to take my.words in thy month, and ha- 


teſt to be reformed , thou ſeed of reaſon, that art an enemy to the 


Eternal Gad and all lis Commands, yea, ignorant of thy erernal 


- happine(s?. bow canſt thou ſay rhe Scripture was written for thy 


learmngy unleſs to ſer forth thy eternal deſtruſtion ?. notwirh- 
ſtinding-thou makeſt uſe of wr-for thy advantage and glory, and 
thereby rhunkeft ro have erernal life , yer from rhe Lord Jeſus 1 
ſay, they do nox in the leaſt concern thee., neither haſt thow any 
part or portion therein ; for as they were writ by the ſpirit of all- 
knowing Faith, ſo they onely belong to the Seed of Faith , how 
canſt chou_chen.imagine that thou by thy natural learning canſt 
underſtand rhe true-meaning of the eternal Spirir? for nature un- 
derſtands 1s naturally, ſo cannot interpret rhe language of fairh, 

becauſe it is ſpiritually writ by the ſpiric of faich. 
So char'take patace,, as.che Sctipture belongs to none but the 
'Seed of Faith 2s afareſaid, , ſo likewife nane but the knowing af 
thar Seed can Ot are able to interprer rhe Scripture; and as you

have heard. that the writings of Moſes and the Prophets werr 
onely writ for a ſew, even for the Apollles, as Pax! and che reſt 
ſo the writings of Paul with the Apoltles, are onely written fo 

the learning of the third Commiſſion, nay I ſay, and from the 
ſpirit of the Lord Jeſus I aftirm, thar the wricings of Moſes, the 
Prophets and Apoliles are onely written for our learning ,. anc 
for none orher, what ever the ſeed of reaſon pretend to the con 

rrary, and though chey preach it and read it, yer Iſay they have 


norhing ro do with it , neither was'it written bor thelr learning, 


unleſs therein they may finde it recorded, how that their farher 
murthered and pur to death the Prophets and Apofiles, yea tha 
Jeſus the Lord of Glory, I ſay if you impure any part or portto! 
therein, you mult rake all woes, plagyes, and judgements therel! 
threatned, as you may finde a Cacalogue of chem in atth. 23 
ſaying, Wo #nto you hypocrites, whith indeed appear beautiful ont 
ward, but are within full of all uncleawne(s, ye alſo appear outwaral 
righteons, but within are full of hypocriſie and iniquity, Wa unto you 
Je build the tombs of the Prophets, and garniſh the (epulchres of th. 
righteous, and ſay, if we had been in the days of aur fathers, w 


' would not have been partakers with them in the blood of the Prophets 


wherefore ye be witneſs unto your ſelves that ye are the childreno 
them that killed the Prophets : 1 ſay from the Lord Jeſus, if an 
thing were written for your learning, it muſt be theſe and ſuc}* 
like hypocrifie aforeſaid, ſo that you the ſeed of reaſon ſhall nc 
need ro learn this or any other wickedneſs , becauſe your reaſa 
being naturally your School-maſter, . teacherh you all manner © 
hypocrifie, tyranny, and ſuch like filrhineſs againſt the Seed © 
Faith, ſo that for the time to come when you caſt your eye inte 
the.Scriprure | mind what you read} it's not for you to learn the 
ſteps of your fathers, bur toread the ſentence of the eternal woes 
co your ſelves in your fathers , for you are naturally prone with 
your farhers, to applaud and honor the writings of Prophets, and 
che righteous that you did not know , and to impriſon and con- 
demn the writings, of them chat you do. knew ; for while the 
Prophets and Apoſtles were alive, their writings were deſpiſed 


for their perſons ſake, Regſon then judging them men- of no lear-

ning,and ſmall repuration, could nor underſtand how they ſhould 
write from inſpiration, any more then the Prieſts and Rulers of 


Iſrael , who were onely endued with the light of reaſon, and 
therefore 1t was the wiſdom of reaſon in thoſe days did took up- 
on them, and ſo eſteem them as falſe prophets and teachers, and 
ſo by their wiſdom of fleſh did pur ro death Chriſt Jeſus and his 
commiſſionare Miniſters for Blaſphemers,and now the laſt Com- 
miſſion or Witneſs of Chrift che Erernal Spirir, of the ſame ſeed 
is deſpiſed and flighted in that they know our perſons, they con- 
demn our writings for blaſphemy , though cruly and really they 
are the blaſphemers them(elves ; ſo that I ſay as I ſaid before, 
there iS none of theſe three Commiſſions wntten for the learn- 
Ing of the ſeed of reaſon, but onely for the ſeed of faith that were 
then living, and ſo believed their doctrine in their time and pla- 
Ces : Bur, 

4- Seeing the writings of Moſes and the Prophets were onely 
written for the learning of the Apoſtles , and the writines of 
ſes, the Prophets, and Apoſtles were written for our learning 
in this {aft high Commiſhon or Witneſs of the Erernal Spirir, 
therefore now I ſhall give you to underſtand whar ir is in rhe 
aforeſaid writings we are tolearn, and what nor, that ſo for the 
-time to come ye may not Wwreft the Scriptures to your own de- 
ſtruion, by arrributing chat unto them that cannot be learned 
by them , or by taking that from them that may be learned by 
chem : For want of knowledge in this ſecret, ſome do idolize it, 
and others do flight it, and very few there are that truly under- 
ſtand wherefore the Scripture was written; fo that you che Szed 
of Faith may rightly uſe ic, and not abuſe 1c, obſerve chat what 
now I write 1s for the learning of all che Seed of Faith, ſo long 
as this Commiſſion or Witneſs ſhall hotd , which muſt nor end 
till cime be no mote-in. this Reaſons kingdom : ſo thar, 

Firft from che Eternal Spirit of the Lord Jeſus I affirm, Thar 
the Scriptures were” writren for our learning, to know G2od, or 
Chriſt God clothed with three Titles in one fingle perſon glort- 
fied ro all erermry. et | ns 

Secondly, againſt men and angets I affirm, Thar all Opinions 
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Iz Three Commiſsions proved, . 


or Diſpenſations, though never ſo heaven-like written, that are. 
' Not included in one of thoſe Commuiſions, are counterfe'rs, ſo. 
nat learned by the Spirit of Faith, bur che light of reaſon onely, 
ſo none of the three Wirnefles. = 

As unto the fir(t of theſe Afhrmatians aforeſaid , I ſhall-clear 
np from the firſt Epittle of John 5. 7, 8 verſes, where you ſhall 
finde 1c thus written , For there are three that bear record #1 hea- 
ven, the Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghoſt, and theſe three are 
one ; and there are three that bear witneſs inearth , the Spirit, the 
Water, and the Blood, and theſe three agree in one ; fromhence ye 
the bleſſed of the Lord may without doubting believe , char the 
Lord Jeſus had reſolved 1n himſelf before. he had formed any 
ercature to live in his preſence , ta make known himſelf ro this 
unbelieving world by three ſeveral Commiſhoners, holding forth 
his glorious Perſon in different Titles , which three were to be 
ſent forth by voice of words from the mouth of the Lord Jeſus, 
ro bear witneſs unto his-glorious Name, as the onely true Com- 
miſſioners till time be no more ; therefore Moſes the firſt Com- 
miſſioner, ſo the firſt Writer of Scripture, doth bear record unto . 
Chrift Jeſus under the Title of God the Father, and ſo what was 
writ by oſes and the Prophets in th vertue of that Commulſ- 
fon, was written by inſpiration or revelation, ſo is to be believed 
for Scripture, the Holy Writ of God the Father. 

'2. The Apoſtles were the ſecond Commiſſioners, ſorhe ſe- 
cond Writers of Scrrpture , and do bear record unto Chriſt Jeſus 
- under the Name or Title of God the Son, ſo what was written by 
the Apoſtles, or any other in vertue of their Commiſfion.,, was 
vrit by inſpiration or revelarion,ſo is to be believed for Scripture, 
the Holy.

1.17. and 
then 1f you can, rell me upon what account the Lord is no re- 
ſpe&er of perſons, as can you from thence find any clauſe againit 
the x3 of Roms. that you ſhould not give due reſpe& to the Ru- 
lers of your kingdom, is it nor there intended as unto damnation 
and ſalvation God 1s no reſpe&er of perſons, and therefore Peter 
ſaid , Now I perceaye that the Gentile ſhall be ſaved as well as the 
Jews, the poor, as the rich ; che ignorant, as the wiſe, nay herein 
It 1s manifeſt as unto his Royal Prerogative.

invented all Arts irigold, filver, wood and lone; it was Reaſon 
char found out the knowledge of all Science, Tongues and Lan- 
ouages whatſoever, ſothar the wiſdom of Reaſon could divide 
years into moneths, weeks, and days, and gave them their names 
in their monerhs, weeks, dayes, and houres, and yer you being 
Reaſons diſciples , cannot endure your own language; bur you 
muſt without a Commiſſion imitate others rhat had a Commiſſion 
to change times and ſeaſons, as though you cannor with as much 
peace of conſcience ſay Sunday, Monday and Tueſday, as the firſt, 
ſecond, and third day? And where is there a breach of the Law, 
ro ſay one, tivo, o? three of rhe Clock, as ro ſay rhe firſt, ſecond, 
or thurd hour ? and why is not yow, as proper as thin ?

1s of ſo ſmall a reputation among the wiſe men of this world, bur 
in that Reaſons ſo ripe, fluent, yea ſo excellent in the eyes of 


- men, that Faith 1s altogether a ſiranger in their hearts, ana thar 


is rhe cauſe that ſome in my hearing have ſaid , There 1s mo ſuch 
thing as Faith : and others have ſaid, That Faith ts of no value, or 


 atleaſtchat Reaſon 1s of more excellent nature or vertue then 
- Faith; ſorhe Seedof Faith may diſcern thar your life being che 
life of Faith, is bur death in Reaſons account ; for as Faith is the 


life of the juſt, ſo Reaſonis rhe life df the unjuſt, and therefore 
chelr natures are contraty, as fire and water, God and devil, that 
if thefe two could be reconciled , then ic is poſſible all-may live 
and not die, and ſomone be erernally damned ; So thar for the 
furure all char are fiir and 1gnorant of this precious .Seed 
Faith, may take notice, chat ic 15 rhe fountain of all char 1s eter-

ded Jordan : this was no created nor generared faith,but a Com-

ſmore the Aſſyriavs with blindneſs, to propheſic the plenty of 
Samaria, AS you may read Atts 2. 2. 1t was a Commiſſionate 
faich by which the Apoſtles raifed the dead, caſt out devils, and 
cured all diſeaſes, ſo you that have the eye of faith may diſcern, 
where all the groſs darkneſs and great miſtake of almoſt tne whole 
world conliſts , innort underſtanding the faith of God by Com- 
miſfion given to man,and that fairh from God generated in man, 
I ſay for want of knowledge inthis, borh prieſt and people aſſume 
co preach, and to pray, and ſo to be heard and receive an anſwer 
from God, as Moſes, the Prophets, and Apoſtles did , when in 
eicher of the tio firſt Commiſſions you cannor finde rhar ever 
God did hear or give an anſwer to any private Believer,bur one- 
ly ro the Commuſſioners of the firſt and ſecond magnirude, cer-

receive his puniſhment: But blaſphemy, as you call it, 1s _rrnc 
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of conſcience, ſon Chriſts kingdom , and therefore let God a- 
lone : Vengeance is mine, and 1 will repay where I have to do, Oh 
rhat ye would ler God have the ſame priviledee in his kingdom, 
as ye would have in yours, as you ſhall hear at large in the next 
Chapter ; bur if ye will not. keep in your own kingdom , to do 
juſt and righteous things without partiality , bribery, or deceit, 
bur ſeek your own glory in the cuine of others , then hear what 
my revelation/in the vertue of our Commitlion ſaith, I will over- 
rurn you, as I have done' others before you. -Oh then what will 
yedoin'the:day of our Gods viſitation, and in. rhe .deſolation 
chat ſhall come upon you, to whom then- wilhye cry fo: mercy ? 
and where then will ye finde your glo:y, when then your god will 
be your devil, your heaven your hell, and your glory your ſhame, 
and your opprefsioti and-perſgecution, - your fael of eternal burn-

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ings to eternity... ''-/ . 


Therefore ye Rulers of England, ſo many of you as have ears 
ro hear, will make this an ordinance among you, That as you are 
Maeiftrates in Reaſons,and nor 1n Faiths kingdom, therefore you 
are required to keep within yout bounds,and herein to diſcharge 
your duty of choſe rhings required of you in your kingdom, that 
15, turn not aſide the needy from judgement , nor take away the 
righr from the poor; and appear not an hypocrite in a righreous 
cauſe, nor make a man an offender for:a word, not lay a ſnare fot 
| him that reproverh you juſily, be free frem bribes and deceic, bur 
mainrain a peaceable quiet Government , that ſo the people may 
have free trading , by which they may pay whar 1s taxed upon 
rhem ; as this 18'your kingdom, iſo this is your government, and 
rhis is the work ye have ro do; and as ſure as Chriſt '1s'the onely 
God, chis witl be Tequired::of you-, when there ſhall be none co 
plexd for york: Oweze you: but tmuly ſenſible of the great charge 
that fieth wporryos; yBu would nor:ftrive who Mould be the chief 
Ruler among you) having daily experience how uncertain your 
honour remains with you;- and then in the day. of death it is as 
though. it had never -been. unto you ; as do bur recolle& your 
rhoughrs of 'rhar: Heroick fpiric Oliver late Prote&or, where was 
a Wiſer head-plece, and a greater Slory for the rime of his reign, 
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and how quickly was it blaſted , yea pur forth as the fnuff of 2 
canile? and is now as though it had never been, andtherefore 
behold your faces in his glaſs, that as It was withhim', ſo ir ſhall 
be with all gtory here below, one dies, and anorher lives, and 
which of you can abſolutely ſay what will become of you on the 
orher fide of death, unleſs you know the rwoſeeds ? the nature of 
which revealed in you, will manifeſt what Gad in his form and 


Nature 15, the devil in his farm and nature 1s, and ſo in the know- 


ledge of the true God, you will know whar -you are here, what 
you ſhall te in the grave, as alſo in the reſurre&ion,even- perfect 
aſlurance, which is taven here, anderernal happineſs , which is 
the kingdom of glify hereafrer.

Before I conclude with this Scripture , I ſhall a little para- 
phraſe wich you Quakers as touching thoſe ſayings in your New- 
England Book, written by Francis Mowgil , who came under the 
ſentence of eternal condemnation, for deſpiſing Chriſt Jeſus the 
onely God in form of a man : the words verbatim are theſe, That 
the Quakers are the Royal Off-ſpring of the family of hins who is the 
firſt-born of every creature, and the ſhont of a king 1s among them, 
and that the arm, of the Lord % the Quakers ſtrength.

Norwithftanding you have ir infallibly proved in the reve- 
lation ,of this Commiſſion , that the Scripture was nor writ for: 
2ny but rhe ſeed of Faich, and yer the ſeed of Reaſon rhat are al- 
rogertier a ſtranger ro Faith, yer they will al fay chey have Faith 
and believe in Chriſt Jeſus, ſorhat enquire of all the inhabitants 
of London or elſe where , and there is not any bur chey will 
affirm they believe, and hope tobe ſaved, and yet what preach- 
ing and . praying there 1s to make men believe ; and yer all the 
members of the ſeven Churches will ay cheypelieye, and yer in 
what company ſoever you come; 'you ſhatl-{caree finds feven of 
ene minde , bur divided in their judgements, becauſe they know 
no true foundation ar all , and: yer every one hath kindled a fire 
in which they burn their clay and brick, and in the light of tha 


_ kire.chey have kindled, they wander from duty ro duty ; ſeeking 
Krazy ro make their full rale, and rhus the blinde Quakers are-la- 
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boring through the fire of their own righteouſneſs, incending to 
finde reſt, bur cannot , 1n that their ſeundation is ſand and not a 
rock , and ſo cannot build a houte withour ſecret doubts and 
fears of eternal condemnation , and yer you read there is a reſt 
remaining to the people of God , which reſt is perfe& aflurance 
of amans ſalvation,which cannot be artained til chou comes to rhe 
knowledge of the true God Chrift Jeſus, who is the ſaving rock, 
and everlafting habitation etervally in the heavens, as read Heb. 
I 2. 22, 23- and you ſhall finde who they were , and how they 
were coms to this heavenly reſt : firlt you finde they were Com- 
miſhoners as-aforeſa1d, and thoſe that believed in their doctrine 
that were come to the Church of the firſt-born which are written in 
heaven, which heaven 1s nor in reaſon, but in faith, as Row 5.

Tude,There are creatures ef old ordained to condemnation, and others 
that are appeinted to wrath, as 1 Theſ. 5. 9. Fer God hath not ap- 
pointed #1 to wrath, but to ſalvation ; fromthe Lord Jeſus, avainkt 
all che ſeed of Reaſon I afhrm, if Chriſt the onely Father of hea- 
ven andeatth , by his own divine power had nor created a ſeed 
to be damned, as well asa ſeed to be ſaved: then, 
| Firſt Idemand of thee, why doth the Scripture all along ſpeak 
of two ſeeds, as Camand Abel, Iſanc and Ihmael, Jacob and 
Eſau, Peter and Judas , Salvation and Damnation , Faith and 
Reaſon, the one for heaven, and the other for hell, 1f God and

By thar time I have opened taeſe in their order, I know there

brett is all power in heaven and inearth, bleſſed for ever. 

Firſt for the firtt, 1frhere be bur one Seed, why doth the Scrip- 
ture hold forth two Seeds ? an1if ye believe Scripture, you may 
read it as clear as tne Sun at noon, bur if ye believe nor:Scripture, 
rhen 1n vain 15 1t for me to Watte pen, lnk,8&paper,but wherher you 

elieve lt or no, I matter not, I know what 1c 1s , and rhar to this 
lait Commiſſion onely belongs the interpretariou rhereof, ſo you 
that have eares to ear, forger not,but remember what I ſay,that 
as touching that,titere 15 two S2eds,and how they became two,and 
their natures , with the effects and operations of rhem, it 1s ſo 
clearly opened, how and Wherefore thete ſeeds became two 1n that 
Book of mine, entituled, A Wonder of Wonders, that I ſhall not 
need t9 encumber the Preſs wich the ſame relation again , onely 
I ſhall give you a breviate of theſe two Seeds upon another 
account ; that £9 none of the bleſled Seed of che Lord may wanr 
revelation to encreaſe their Seed of Faith in this world , lt is

Now all you cha: have ears to hear may underfiand , thar the 
promiſe and covenant of erernal life and happineſs was 1nveſtea 
upon Iſaac and his ſeed, alchough {{-ael was his eldeſt ſon ; 
bur now you may plead the difference of the:e Sees did onely 
conli{t as one was of his ſervant, and the other of h:s wife, ſo one 
a Gentile bond-woman, and the other a Jewith free-woman,and 
ſo they are two as 1n relation to the fleth and nor rhe ſpirit ; but 
then what will you do with Eſaz and jacob, they were one fle{h 
by father and morher, yea both in one womb, and Eſa was rhe 
elder, yet they were two Nations, and rwo maner of people, and 
the elder ſhall ſerve the younger ? for it was revealed unto Kebecea, 
that God hated Eſas and loved Facob , now was not this eternal 
love, and eternal hatred, from whence Eſas was eternally dam- 
ned, and Facob eternally ſaved, though nor revealed ro either of 
them? for if Eſa had known wit I now write , he might have 
had more ground then any of you, to upbraid God with cruelty,

my brother Facob was, ſo that whar juſtice can be in this God to 
damn me and ſave him ? truly from the Spirir of All-knowing 
Fatch, againſt, yea again all the ſeed of Reaſon that 1s 1n <1ther 
angel or man I affirm, that if Eſau had known what I now write, 
and ſhould have replied againſt God as aforeſaid, that this, or to 
this effe& had been the anſwer of God , Eſa, thou ſayelt I have 
nor done thee juſtice, rhou canſt nor, tell wherher I have or no, 
for rhou knoweſt not that thou waſt dead earch and water, net - 
ther doſt thou underſtand thar of that dead lump I have made 
thee this living form , andif all rhe time of thy life thou hadſt 
pleaſure, riches,fame,and honor of rhis world, which 1f I had nor 
brought thee into this thou art,thou hadſt known none of Cen 
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what if after all this thy greatne(s, plealure, mirth and joy, thou 

ſhalr neve: die unto a lump of dead duſt again, bur dte from this 
morral pleaſanc life, ro live unto a living never dying dearh,waoat 
is that to chee ? canlt thou deliver thy ſelf? and may notI co 
with thee as thou haſt done with thy fellow-creatures in the day

himſelf, char as God 1s erernally happy, ſo mult che ſeed of his 

wn body be likewiſe happy , and thereſore Why ſhouldeſt thou

Now here ſeemes tobe a flat contradiction to all that I have 
written in the precedent matter, therefore I ſhall reveal what 
death this 1s the Lord hath no pleaſure in, and what not, that © 
you may nor, as your fore-fatners have done, count the ways of 
the Lord unequal , for want of underſtanding herein, the Free- 
willers have to their own deſtrution made the Royal Prerogative 
Power of Ged of no efte&. 

Concerning this it 1s written, Dems. 30. 19. 4 call heaven and 
earth 10 record this day , that 1 have ſet before you life and death, 
bleſsing and curſing, therefore chooſe life that both thou ard thy ſeed 
»ay live, Now ye rebels, what ſay you, have you not your de- 
fire? that before you have ſo much cavelled abou: you have a 
law, which if you keep you ſhall live by it, but if ye break it, ye 
ſhall be deftroyed ; as obſerve, if ye be willing and obedient ye ſhall 
live, that is, ye ſhall eat the good of the land, but if ye refuſe 
and rebel, ye ſhall die, thatis, ye ſhall be deſtroyed by the ſword ; 
as touching this death the Lord hath no pleaſure, bur thar all the 
houſe of iſrael thould keep his Law and be ſaved, and if they 
were deſtroyed they migkr blaine themſelves, for they had a Lay 
according to their own defire, which they did promiſe to keep, as 
Deus. 5.27. Speak, thou unto us all that the Lord our God ſhall 
ſpeak, unto thee, and we will hear it, and obey it, but rhey were as 
Iſaiah 30. 9g. which if they had performed rhey had nor ated; and 
if poſsible they might live and not die, he cauſed the Law to be 
daily read unto them, and co exhort them again and again, that 
chey might nor forget, bur walk obedienc thereunto : now where - 
AS 1t 1s written, A's I l:ve ſaith the Lord God, I have no pleaſure 
the death of the wicked, was as I told you, that the fig-tree ſhould 
not bloſſom, neither ſhall frnits be tz the vines, the labor of the olive 
ſhall fail, and the fields ſhall yield no meat, the flock ſhall be cut off 
from the fold, and there ſhall be no herd inthe ſtall , bat their goods 
ſhall became a boaty, and their houſes a deſolation : this is the death 
and deftru&on that Chriſt Jeſus hath no pleaſure in, as It 1s Writ- 

ren, 
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ren, Luke 19. A::4 when he was comenear, he beheld the City and 
wept over it, ſay1-g, if thou hadji kco:wn, even thou, at leaſt in this 
thy day the things which belong uno thy peace , but now they are hid 
from th::e eyes : theſe, with many ſuch like places, do all threaten 
an external dearh, as unto che death of their bodies, their goods, 
and their catrel, the Lord hath no pleaſure,bur a3 from this death 
he would have all men to be p.elerved ; which if they had obſer- 
ved his Racures and ordinances, ir had been well wich chem, bur 
as they did not, I will ruinate them from the face of the earth, 
and therefore atrend and give ear rhou cavelling rebellious ſpi- 
rit, unto the words of {ſarah 5. 3. Againſt the inhabr. ants of 7 e- 
ruſalem, and ye men of Judah, ſaying, Judge, Ipray you, betwixt 
me and my viieyard , Ifenced it, and gathered ont the ſtoves thereof, 
4:d planted it with the chaiceſt vine, and built a tower in the midſt of 
it, and alſo made a wine-preſs therein, ſo that what could I have aone 
more to my vineyard that I have not done ? and yet for all this when 
1 locked for grapes, behold it brought forth wilde grapes, yea whereas 
he looked for judgement, but behold oppreſſion ; for righteouſneſs,bu: 
behold a cry ; they called good evil , and evil good , darkweſs light, 
and light dark:eſs, they are wiſe in their own eyes, and prudent 17; 
their own ſight, and did juſtifie the wicked for a yeward , aud took 
away the righteouſneſs of the righteous from him ; Now what could 
the Lord do leſs rhen to ſend chem ro Captivity, and utterly de- 
ſtroy chem tall and branch ? which if they had kept his Law , he 
hid continued his mercy, for as 1 live I had ns deſire to ſell them to 
the hands of the Heathens, 

Therefore Richard Coppin,and the reſt of the free-willers with 
thee, what advantage can you reap from this? or wherein can you 
tinde thar the ercrnat dearh of all ſoules 1s nor reſerved in the 
ſpiricual breſt of the Lord Jeſus, rhough you ſay it Nterh in your 
power to commit evil or no? yer let me tell you,very few. of you 
can ſo far keep the Lay, ſo as to perſerve your ſelves from priſon, 
bur for all yur power of freedom in the fleth, you are now and 
rhen curbed by a power of fleſh, bur however you may now and 
then eſcape xhis, yet minde what I ſay, you can no wayes free or 
deliver your ſelyes from eternal death , rhough you ſhall never 
know 
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| know how not which way 1t comes, no no: any of you that ſhall 
be damned, (hall bur onely unaerſtand that your deſtruction is of 

your ſelves,though I know the riſe of your damnarton 18 from the 

Royal Prerogartve power of God, as 1s conhrmed by 1{a:ah 6.10. 

Hake the heart of this people fat, and make their cars heavy, and 

ſhut their eyes, leſt they ſee with their eyes, aud hear with their ears, 

and underſtand with therr hearts , and couvert and be healed, So 

Itkeiviſe you read Rom. 11. 7,8. that God hath given them the [p1- 

rit of ſlumber, eyes that they ſhould not ſee, and ears that they ſkould 

net hear unto this day; what then? 1ſratl hath not attained that which 
he ſecheth for, but election hath obtained it, and the reſt were bliud- 
ed, and yet, as 1ſatah 150.1 5. ſhall the ax boaſt himſelf againſt him 
that heweth therewith * or ſhall the ſawe magnifie it ſelf againſi hins 
that ſhaketh it ? or as if the rod ſhould ſhake it ſelf againſt them that

volence of men and women,as you do ? therefore ceaſe rheir pen 
againt them, andwrice againſt thy ſelf, you being all Non-com- 
miſsienate, ſo not ſent topreach , therefore ought not to judge 
one another, you being carnal, and not ſpiritual, reaſon, and nor 
faich, cannor judge with righteous judgement, for that alone be-

longs to our Commiſsion, the ſpirirual revelation thereof judg- 
eth all rhings, yer cannot be judged of any ; and therefore mind 
what I ſay unto thee, even the ſame that I have ſaid of the Qua- 
kers, that chough theu canft nor novy believe ir-, yer when tt 1s 
too late thou ſhalt find therruth of what I now write unto thee, 
as thou canſt not loye a woman that 1s onely a ſpirit without a 
body, ſono more can thar god be believed thar is a ſpirit withour 
a body ; for if a woman could be no more felt or embraced then 
a ſpirit, there would not be ſo much adultery as there 1s ameng 
the ſeed of Reaſon.
